For example, support may be found on page 7, lines 18-19, which states 
"Simply stated, the user may desire to select criteria that may be used to filter or 
condition the type of information that is provided to the user. " (emphasis added) 
Support may also be found on page 1 1 , lines 4-6, which states "Although the 
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scope of the present invention is not limited in this respect, a user may adjust the 
user defined settings to enable the type of information that would be of interest ." 
(emphasis added)
